Washington, May SO —President Wil 


eon, 
in an address yesterday at 
the 


graves of American dead in Suresnes 
cemetery, near Paris, said the League 
of Nations was the covenant of gov 
ernments, that the millions who fell In 
the great war shall not have died in 
vain. He added that he looked fur the 
time when every man who now oppose* 
the league would be just as ashamed of 
it as if he now regretted the union of 
the states after the Ci\il War 


Declaring that the standards of an 
older order aie trying to assert them 
Helves again, the President said those 
who sought to accomplish the return to 
"an order of which we are ashamed' 
must realize that they cannot succeed, 
because "the peoples of the world are 
in the saddle" and "private counsels of 
statesmen cannot now and cannot here- 
after determine the destinies of na- 
tions." 


Alter paying tribute to the American 


dead, the President declared it would 
be no profit to eulogize the brave men 
who fell in the war unless the lessons 
they taught were taken to heart. 


"It is for us, particularly for us who 


are civilized," said Mr. Wilson, "to use 
our proper weapons of counsel 
and 


agreement to see to it that there never 
is such a war again. The nation that 
•would now fling out of this common 
concord of counsel would betray 
the 


human race. 


"So it is our duty to take and main- 


tain the safeguards which will see to 
it that the mothers of America and the 
mothers of France and England -and 
Italy and Belgium, and all other surfer- 
ing nations shall never be called upon 
for this sacrifice again. 


"This can be done. It must be done. 


And it will be done." 


Among the statements in the addresa 


which impressed those assembled at 
ttaresnes cemetery were: 


"These men who He here are men ot 
a unique breed. 
Their like has not 


been seen since the far days of cru 
i&des. Never before have men crossed 
the seas to a foreign land to fight for a 
cause of humanity which they did not 
pretend particularly was their own. 


"It always will be a treasured mem 


ory on, the part of thdSe who knew and 
loved these men that the testimony of 
everybody, who saw them in the field 
of action Wji0 of 
their 
unflintching 
courage, their 
ardor to the point of, 


audacity, their full consciousness of 
the high cause they had come to serve, 
and their constant vision of the issue. 
"These men did not come across the 
sea merely to defeat Germany and her 
associated 
powers in the war. They 
came to defeat forever the things for 
Which the Central Powers stood. 
"The League of Nations is the cove- 


nant of government that these men 
shall not have died in vain. 


"These men have given their lives 


In order to secure the freedom of man- 
kind, and I look forward to an 
age 


when it will be just as impossible to re- 
gret the result of their labor as it Li 
now impossible to regret the result of 
tfce labor of those men who fought for 
the union of the state."

chiefly for its omisions and reserva- 
tions. 
Subject heading after subject 


heading is followed either by a non- 
committal display of blank paper, re 
semblmg a censored French newspa- 
per "dis>cusion" of the controversial 
part of the day's displomatic develop*- 
ments, or by the statement "this clause 
reserved." 
This applies particularly to defini- 


tion of the southern frontier, the rep- 
arations clauses and the question of 
Italian rights 
under 
the 
political 
clauses. The greater part of the sum- 
mary, 
in fact, 
is devoted to those 
clauses which are practically identical 
with the German treaty. 
The new clauses are chiefly thos» 


dealing with frontier, finance and the, 
internal affairs of the new states and' 
of Austria itself.*lJnder the latter head- 
ing come the disputed provisions for 
;he protection of racial minorities in 
the new states, against which it is un-

Austria also is bound by the treaty 
to respect the rights and privileges of 
racial minorities in what is left to her 
of her ancient domains, including the- 
right to use their own language, al- 
trough Austria is expressly authoriz- 
ed to make the teaching of German 
obligatory. 


The treaty will consist of TI pream- 


jle and 14 parts, the preamble and sec- 
ion one embodying the covenant of 
the league of nalions, as in the treaty 
with Germany. 


Part two deals with frontiers. That 
vith Czecho-Slokavia follows practical - 
y the old Bohemian frontier, although 
with the reservation of a possibility of 
making minor changes later. 
Austria 


retains on the west her old frontier with 
Swit^rland. the question of the union 
of Vorarlberg with Switzerland having 
apparently been dropped, despite the ple- 
biscites already undertaken in that pro\ • 
nee and Switzerland 
The southern 


irontier is not determined in the treaty. 


Part three contains political clauses, 


including also some of the reserved g€o- 
graphical provisos and clauses establish- 
ng mixed commissions to determine 
hem later. The sections referring to 
Italy are all omitted. Others deal with 
the future relations of Austria with 
zecho-Stovakia. Jugo-Slavla, 
Poland. 


Hungary and Russia. Here are found 
the stipulations for the protection of 
racial • minorities which, so far as the 
minorities in Austria are concerned, are 
o he embodied in a "bill of rights," as 
l>art of the Austrian constitution. 


Then come parts dealing with Aus- 
tria's renunciation of all rights outside 
of Europe: military, naval and aerial 
armaments, which hereafter will entail 
virtually no expense for Austria, and 
the return of prisoners of war. 
Part eight, or reparations, is blank. 


Part nine, dealing with finance, may 
changed as it result of the represen-
